may be made.

bound by any agreements under the 
treaty regarding 
preservation 
of 


other nations rights in the Pacific is- 
lands, without the specific sanction 
and approval of congress. 


TEXT OF RESERVATION" 
Brandegee's reservation follows: 
"The senate advises and consents 


subject to the following reservation 
which is to be mads a part of the in- 
strument of ratification to wit: 


"The United 
States 
understands 
that it assumes no obligation cither 
legal 
or 
moral, to maintain 
the 
rights in relation to the Jnsular pos- 
'sessions or insular dominions of any 
og the other high contracting parties 
and that the consent of the congress 
of the United States shall be "neces- 
sary to any adjustment 
or under- 


standing 
tinder article I or II by 


•which 
th.s United States is to be 


•bound in any way and that there is 
TTO obligation either legal or moral to 
give such consent." 


LODGE IN FAVOR 


Even Senator Lodge, chairman of. 


the committee and a member of th.3 
American delegation at the arms con- 
ference, 
favors 
the 
reservation, 


Brandogec said. 
Tho committee adjourned, without 


r-oting on the reservation because ot 
the absence of .a number of senators. 
Senator Pomerene, Ohio, Democrat, 


who will support the treaty, will ask 
that the Brandegee reservation be 
modified somewhat at a later meet- 
ing, but it was indicated, will vote 
for it in its present form if his pro- 
posed change is rejected. 


ATTACK HARDING 


Discussion of the reservation was 


preceded by an attack on President 
Wording's attitude respecting the in- 
formation sought by the senate on the 
treaty, in response to the Hitchcock 
resolution. Senator Johnson, Califor- 
nia, 
said Harding had shrouded, the 


making ot the treaty in secrecy and 
complained that it was not fair to 
the senate which must pas-.fi on it. 


Johnson did not. however, as ex- 


prctcd ask that Secretary Hughes 
be called before the committee to tell 
nbout the conversations from which 
the treaty grew. In fact, the move- 
ment to havVj Hughes appear seemed 
to have collapsed overnight because 
of the absence of Senator Hitchcock, 
leading advocate ot Hughes' appear- 
ance.

BANKERS WANT PAY FIRST 


Perplexing Question is to Whom 


First Money From Debt Of 


Interest Should Go *

Washington.—The bonus problem 


gets bigger and bigger. Mere negatives 
from the executive end of the ^overn- 
ment fail to stem the tide of sentiment 
on Capitol Hill for some kind of .a 
bonus. The Democrats who are not 
displeased over the political discom- 
fiture of the Republicans are telling 
the Legion men that if the Republic- 
ans really wanted to pass a bonus 
and pay it, they could. 


But where would the money be ob- 


tained? It's here the compexity of the 
financial problem of the government 
affords opportunity for 
all sorts of 


schemes. One Democratic senator told 
the writer Monday for instance that 
the British government was ready and 
able to pay a part of its debt to the. 
United States government and was al- 
so able to pay interest and a part of 
the sum borrowed 
from 
American 


banking concerns before the United 
States entered the war in 1!>17. He 
insisted that back of the fight against 
the bonus was the determination of 
these banking interests to get their 
money before the American govern- 
ment received anything from Eng- 
land. 


HARD TO TRACE 


This kind of argument is hard to 


trace down. The Anglo-French 
loan 


floated in' the United States before 
the war amounted to $500,000,000. The 
interest payments have been regular- 
ly met. If any sums beyond that are 
owed to American munition firms, thV> 
treasury hasn't the figures. Some es- 
timates run as high as five billions of 
dollars but the statistics cannot be 
verified. There has been a recurrence 
of these rumors in the last faw days 
because 
of 
the 
statements from 


French officials that France probably 
wouldn't bo able to pay its debt to the 
United States at any time. 


The question of whether American 


private firms shall receive from the 
allies the money owed them .ahead of 
any "payments on *the American gov- 
ernment's-debt is something the fun- 
ding commission to be appointed by 
President Harding will have to thresh 
Vnit with the allies. This commission 
consists of the secretary oL" the trea- 
sury, and two members of the cabinet 
as well ;is a representalive of the 
senate and house. 


WATCH COMMISSION , 


Certainly it looks now 
as if the 


work of this funding commission will 
be subletted to more scrutiny than 
anybody imagined when it was. first 
proposed. The chances arc its work 
will be as carefully and closely watc.h- 
ed as if it were a commission negotia- 
ting a vital treaty. 


Opinion is of course divided as to 


whether it would be just to use the 
proceeds from the allied debt to pay 
a bonus. The orginal law whereby the 
liberty loans were raised provider! that 
the first moneys received, from the 
allies should fro towerd, the payment 
of interest on liberty 
bonrls. 
This 


viewpoint has recently been .cxpressc-J 
at the White house, too. But even 
granting that the proceeds from the 
allied payments arc applied to pay 
interest on liberty bonds, the. advo- 
cates of a. bonus insist that the Unit- 
ed States government will then have 
available from direct 
taxation the 


sums which now arc being miscd to 
pay interest on public debt, something 
like JSOO.000,000 a year. If the allied 
payments reduce that amount, for ex- 
ample, by $J!00,000.000 annually, there 
will be an equivalent sum 'uvailablo 
from direct taxation wherewith the 
bonus might be paid.

35 Killed When 
Big U.S. Dirigible 


Explodes In Air 


Non-explosive Helium Gas Was 


Removed From Huge Aircraft 
Before Flight Was Begun to 
Break Air Records

Washington—Thirty-five men were 


killed when the Roma, giant dirigible 
of the American army's air fleet, ex- 
ploded over Hampton Koads Tuesday 
afternoon, the navy department ad. 
vjsed, in a radio message from the 
naval operating base at Hampton 
Koads. 


The big ship exploded with a terrific 
blast when about one thousand feet 
above the ground, the report stated. 


As the mass of wreckage fell to the 


ground, fire broke out and the ship 
fell in the water almost a mass of 
flames. The message added that sub- 
chasers and other craft were rushed to 
the scene. 


"WAS 
MAKING RECORD 


An attempt was to be made by the 


Roma, to smash the world's record 
for 'speed with a dirigible. Langley 
Field officers confidently expected thp 
ship to make 90 miles an hour on the 
trip. The (accident took place, two 
hours after the ship left her hangar 
at Langtley Field. 
The Roma had just been emptied 


of helium gas which is non-csplosivo 
and non-inflammable.

lium in the country, naval authorities 
ordered it taken from 'the bag and 
stored.

The time has come when the problem of 


school buildings cannot be longer delayed. 
.The need in the high school is imperative. 
Discussion has been going on for nearly 
four years, during which time school en- 
rollment has been rapidly increasing and 
congestion, especially in the high school, 
becoming more acute. 


Three years ago 627 pupils were en- 


rolled in tho high school. It was found 
necessary to build barracks and to rent 
rooms in the Post-Crescent Building where 
sixty-five boys received their high school 
work during the year 1919-20. 
.The 


capacity of the building, therefore, was 
five-hundred sixty-two. During the year 
1920-2 !», under a reorganized plan and 
utilization of all available space, it was 
possible to take care oC all high school 
students: in the school building that year 
there were 749'enrolled. 
There are to- 


day 901 students enrolled in the high 
school, au increase of 152 over'last year. 


It is impossible to engage another 


teache'r because there is no room where 
classes may be held. Next September if 
the increase is .accommodated it will be 
necessary to continue school until five 
o'clock in the afternoon: it Avill be neces- 
sary to curtail the program of physical 
education: it will be necessary to limit the 
enrollment in the commercial department 
to the present number now electing that 
course; general assemblies cannot be held 
in au auditorium with a seating capacity 
of eight hundred. 


Tiiis is as far as iuefBcieney should go. 


'New buildings are a necessity for the 
school year 1923-24. If the city council 
is responsible, it should not delay so- im- 
portant an issue. 
If the-Board of Edu- 


cation is responsible, the question should 
be speedily presented to the voters of Ap- 


1 pletou. For the last two years the board 


of education has been making a careful 
study of educational development and 
progress. They have agreed upon a plan 
of extension which is wise educationally 
and economical. There is little' doubt that 
citizens arc ready to vote the necessary 
•appropriation. 
The one thing essential 


now is action.

Dealing With Russia's Famine 


Frankfort—A^writer in the Frank- 


furter Xeitung gives an 
Interesting 


description of the 
Russian 
famine, 


with its causes, and underlines the 
great difficulties of those 
who 
are 


trying to help. He says: 


"In the Moscow papers there is ev- 


ery day a special column devoted to 
'The Struggte with Famine' and the 
different methods in use to alleviate 
tho terrible distress are enumerated. 
Even in Soviet Russia the way of 
collecting money for charitable pur- 
poses does not differ from other coun- 
tries. 
There was an exhibition of 


home industries the proceeds of which 
was given to the famine stricken dis- 
tricts: there was a whole 'Famine- 
Week' with street collections, theatre 


epresentations with speciallly 
high 


iric'es, etc. The street walls were cov- 
red with artistic placards to remind 
>assers-by of the misery on the Wol- 
?a. 
The government has created a 


pecial organization for the central- 
zation of all these methods of help, 
'he most successful measure consist- 
d in opening large credits for the 
>urchase of corn and In levying a spe- 
ial tax on corn and flour in the dis- 
ricts which have been spared from 
he famine. 
But all these are but 


rops in the ocean. 
Real help can 


nly come from abroad, because Rus- 
ia's own harvest is not sufficient to 
make up for the tremendous deficien- 


y in the famine district. 
"It is officially stated that there 


are now 22 million beings suffering 
rom the famine. 
On the railways 


he. long .trains of the 'American Re- 
ief Administration' are now; to be 
seen, but what does even this help 
imount to in face of the really effcc- 
vivo assistance which is 
so 
badly 


heeded? And this" assistance becomes 
daily more1 urgent. For the worst time 
has yet to come. The provisions have 
become exhausted now in the less 
stricken districts, and it is still a long 
time before the next harvest. It can 
only be hoped that Nansen will be 
successful with his propaganda, be- 
fore it is too late." 


The writer tells us further that 


Russia has always suffered from time 
to time from such afflictions. JThe 
last great famine was in 1891-2. and 
the years 189S, 1908 and 1911 all had 
bad 'harvests. 
They are caused, he 


says, largely from the primitive condi- 
tions of Russian agriculture, from the 
fact that the peasants frequently only 
sow enough corn for their own use, 
from the general conditions of agri- 
culture and finally of course from 
the 
meteorological 
circumstances. 


Periods of drought which often con- 
tinue through several summers arc 
frequent, it is feared that this year 
may bring even worse distress. - The 
elimentary foundation of all this mis- 
ery, he tells UK, lies in tho habits of 
the Russian peasants who will not 
change the methods of agriculture and 
have the habit of plowing too late for 
the land to derive the full benefit of 
any moisture. Those who are Buffer- 
ing most, he says, are the small farm- 
ers and the village proletariate, and 
these people have made things worse- 
by mixing all kinds of things with 
their bread which have quite ruined 
their digestive organs. 


"They even cat earth," he says, "so 


that later when help comes they are 
unable to benefit from it, and the doc- 
tors are obliged to treat the ruined 
organs first before they can take or- 
dinary food. 
In consequence of this, 


help comes for many of them too 
late and whole villages simply arc 
dying out it not already forsaken by 
the inhabitants. 
The fact ot their 


leaving their -homes in masses i.s also 
a danger for the harvest of coming 
year; for large districts will not be 
cultivated, and 'it 
will take 
many 


years before they arc again fit for 
cultivation. 


"The misery has become worfac also 


through the distinction of the catHo, 
In consequence of there 
being 
no 


fodder for the animals-, and also be- 
cause they had been requisitioned by 
tho Soviets as woll as by the revolu- 
tionary generals 
during 
the 
civil 


wars. 
This want of animals is 
a 


great hindrance to every kind of help 
for it is- made impossible through the 
want of beasts of burden, especially1 
as the Russian roads make every oth- 
er kind of transport impossible. 


"These difficulties." concludes -the 


writer, "must not discourage the help- 
ers. But it would be :i crime if polit- 
ical prejudice were in any wa,y to hin- 
der tho work. 
The poet Korolenko 


has just died in the Ukraine, whose 
descriptions of the famine in .1891-2 
caused deep emotion in 
the 
whole 


world. 
Perhaps his pen would have 


succeeded 
in 
awakening 
the con- 


science of humanity to deeds which 
would really have helped the terrible 
distress."

Professor 


Albert Einstein caused a widespread 
stir with his theory of relativity, spec- 
ulation has been active as to the struc- 
ture of the ether of space, which is 
said to pervade everything in the 
universe. 


Some scientific men—as Professor 


Haeckel—believe the ether is like a 
very attenuated gas, but jelly-like in 
consistency, 
and so light that a 


sphere of it the 
size of our world 


would weigh only 250 pounds. 


Sir Oliver Lodge, on the contrary, 


believes it is denser than gold or 
platinum" and that our solid matter 
represents merely "bubbles" in the 
ether. 


The followers of 
Einstefn, 
again, 


are not sure that the ether exists at 
all!Evidently, there is great uncertain- 
ty 011 this point. And this has been 
due, very largely, to the fact that no 
one has been able to form a definite 
mental picture of 
the structure of 


the ether of space. It is because o£ 
this that the recent theory of Dr. 
Marion Erwln is of value. 


WHAT EBWIN TEACHES 


He believes that the ether has a 


definite physical structure and he of- 
fers us a 
diagram—with elaborate 


methematical 
and 
physical 
proofs 


that it is correct. 


Dr. Erwin believes ether 
is 
com- 


posed, actually 
composed, of criss 


crossing, interlacing light-rays, com- 
ng from countless millions of stars 
and crossing one another in all direc 
.ions. 


Just as~a fabric is woven upon the 


loom by the warp and woof of the 
thread/, so these 
threads 
of Jight 


make up the ether of space. 
~" 


Einstein's proof 
that 
light 
has 


"weight," inasmuch" as it can be 
bent or pulled aside by 
gravitation, 


lends support to this belief, 
since 


light is thus shown to be a far more 
"solid" or substantial thing than we 
formerly believed.

If light is solid enough to be thus 


influenced, it might be solid enough 
to 'weave the delicate network fabric . 
of the universe. 


There are countless stars in 
the
